Touching 


Outreach program connects 
young families with child 
care, social services, schools

T his week, most Agawam children 
are going back to school. But all 
through the year, for the youngest 
children in town, school comes to them. 

Michelle Connery is the Agawam 
School Department’s roving ambassador 
among families in town with infants and 
toddlers. 

Call her office phone number — 413- 
821-0597 — and you’ll likely be asked 
to leave a message. When she’s at work, 
she’s probably running a preschool chil¬ 
dren’s program at the library, the YMCA, 
the Early Childhood Center or one of the 
churches in town; making a house call to 
a parent who needs advice on child care, 
child development or children’s activities 
in town; or touching base with the Hous¬ 
ing Authority or social service agencies to 
find more young families in town she can 
help. 

“There’s no way 1 could do what 1 do 
and hide behind a desk,” she said in an in¬ 
terview earlier this year.

Rotary stiii tops iist for dangerous intersection in town 


ROAD SAFETY 

New lanes’ effect not seen yet; fixes coming for other crossings

A dozen years ago, as part 
of its Community Development 
Plan, the town identified five 
problematic intersections as Aga- 


wams most dangerous. More than 
a decade later, two have seen no 
improvements, though fixes are 
planned for 2017. 

Massachusetts Highway De¬ 
partment statistics from 2002 
showed the Agawam Rotary, with 


four outlets and five inlets, as 
by far the town’s most accident- 
prone crossing, with an average 
of 43.5 accidents per year in the 
preceding four years. 

The state Department of 
Transportation’s most recent ac¬ 


cident statistics are for 2013, and 
show 60 accidents in and around 
the rotary, which connects River 
Road and Meadow Street with 
Route 5, Route 57 and the South 
End Bridge. 

Those statistics don’t tell the 
whole story for the rotary today, 
said Mayor Richard Cohen. Two 


years ago, the state painted new 
lane markings in the rotary, add¬ 
ing a second lane on the northern 
half of the circle to separate Route 
5 and Route 57 traffic.

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Council, clerk joining digital future 

Agendas, ordinances, records to be available electronically

The town of Agawam has begun the pro¬ 
cess of transferring many of its documents 
and records over into Laserfiche for pres¬ 
ervation. 

Ultimately, Agawam City Council Presi¬ 
dent Christopher Johnson hopes, it will 
provide a usable database not only for the 
council, but for the entire town. 

The Laserfiche document-preservation 
was the subject of a City Council workshop 
held early in August. There, Johnson and 
the rest of the council discussed how they 
would like to see their documents and re¬ 
cords be scanned. 

The work is being done by the council’s 
administrative assistant, Barbara Bard. 

Bard has already scanned agendas and 
minutes from council meetings for the past 
two years. Johnson has two goals for the 
records. The first is that the database be¬ 
come searchable for members of the City 
Council. 

By having a searchable database for or¬ 
dinances and resolutions, a city councilor 
can do research on his or her iPad tablet 
to be prepared for an agenda item when it 
comes up at the meeting. 

Johnson, who is on the board at Spring- 
field Technical Community College, recent¬ 
ly led the council’s transition to using iPads 
for sending and receiving council informa¬ 
tion. 


Utilizing an application called Board 
Paq, councilors send and receive their 
agendas and supporting documents. 

There is also an application known as 
Laserfisch Mobile that was released in 
2012. 

Eventually, Johnson, he would like to see 
information become available to all citi¬ 
zens on some type of a database. It could 
benefit residents who want to research 
town laws or learn about ordinances that 
may apply to a particular situation, as well 
as prepare them for citizens’ speak time at 
council meetings. 

Currently, a limited database is avail¬ 
able through the town clerk’s office. Town 
Clerk Richard Theroux says the public can 
come in and receive faster service to obtain 
birth, marriage, or death records dating 
back to 1920. 

“The other advantages are that it keeps 
records that are older from being handled,” 
said Theroux. “And it modernizes our re¬ 
cords keeping.” 

He said some issues need to be worked 
out. He says records obtained through la¬ 
serfiche do not have the town seal on it and 
therefore cannot be used as official docu¬ 
mentation in certain situations. He also 
said new laws need to be passed to protect 
people’s privacy. 

“We definitely want more transparency 
and access to records,” said Theroux. “But 
right now anyone can come in and look for 
a birth certificate. They can take that and 


do dishonest things with the information 
on it.” 

The office received about $10,000 in 
Community Preservation Act funds to pur¬ 
chase the technology needed to Laserfiche 
records. The clerk’s office has scanned birth 
certificates into the system. 

Residents looking for information can 
go to the town clerk’s office and request 
records. However, the ability to search for 
records is still in its infancy. 

The council discussed whether or not 
supporting information to go with every 


resolution should be scanned into the sys¬ 
tem. A consensus of the council agreed it 
was not time to do that and to get the ac¬ 
tual resolutions, ordinances, agendas and 
minutes into the system first. Other situa¬ 
tions could be approached individually. 

Theroux, who is now running for coun¬ 
cil, praised the council’s use of Laserfiche, 
and hopes it becomes a valuable tool to the 
council’s and residents in the future. 

“That is the people’s business,” said Ther¬ 
oux. “And it should be available for them to 
access.”

State made right 
call on roadwork 


J udging by accident statistics, it looks like Aga¬ 
wam’s dangerous intersections have gotten a little 
less dangerous over the past decade. 

Nowhere is the trend starker than the southern 
end of Main Street, where the entrance to Six Flags 
New England was once the fourth most accident- 
prone crossing in town. In 1999-2002, the park saw 
an average of 24 accidents per year. Now, after a re¬ 
design of the parking entrance, there was only one 
accident in 2013, the last year for which statistics are 
available. 

Other engineering projects are making the town’s 
other problem intersections safer. The statistics aren’t 
in yet, but the new lane markings on the Agawam Ro¬ 
tary appear to be having an effect on what remains 
the town’s most dangerous roadway. 

A more traditional highway interchange on the 
Agawam side of the South End Bridge — the “flyover 
bridge” concept favored by Mayor Richard Cohen 
— would likely make traffic flow less confusing, and 
therefore safer. Rotaries work best with local traffic, 
people who pass by the same way on their daily com¬ 
mute, who know where they’re going and can spare 
some attention to managing a safe yield, entrance 
and exit from the traffic circle. But in the summer, 
the Agawam Rotary is inundated with out-of-town- 
ers being distracted by kids in the back seat who are 
already fighting over which Six Flags roller coaster to 
go on first, or which Big E attraction to visit first, as 
soon as the car crosses the river. 

But new bridges cost money, a lot more money 
than paint. The addition of a second lane on the north 
side of the circle seems to be a good compromise at a 
bargain price, though we won’t know for certain until 
the 2014 accident statistics are released. 

The funds saved on the rotary mean the state can 
fund other projects. And the two big projects that the 
state has chosen for the coming years in Agawam — 
reconstruction of Feeding Hills Center and the Mor- 
gan-Sullivan Bridge — are sorely needed. 

Both intersections are chokepoints for drivers 
commuting to, from or through Agawam, and were 
clearly designed for a much lower volume of traf¬ 
fic. The bridge sits at the end of Memorial Avenue 
in West Springfield, a four-lane boulevard running 
past the Big E and shopping plazas directly to down¬ 
town Springfield. On the Agawam side, traffic splits 
into three directions — down Springfield, Suffield 
and Main streets — and that’s not to mention the 
substantial through traffic on this side of the bridge, 
with the combination of Main and Springfield streets 
forming the quickest route from Agawam Center to 
North Agawam and Feeding Hills. Or the local traffic 
destined for plazas on Springfield Street and shops 
on Walnut Street Extension. 

In Feeding Hills, traffic backs up behind left-turn¬ 
ing traffic from Southwick Street and Springfield 
Street because there’s no dedicated turning lane. Im¬ 
patient drivers cut into the right-turn-only lane to go 
straight — an illegal move, and a dangerous one, as 
they are hidden from oncoming left-turning traffic 
until the last minute. The addition of a drive-through 
Dunkin’ Donuts that can only be reached via North 
Westfield Street will only make the problem worse. 
Accidents will continue to mount until the intersec¬ 
tion is re-engineered. 

Fortunately, fixes are on the horizon. Until then 
— look twice and stay safe.

Time to stop wasting money on town goif course 


In the lead story of the Aug. 27 issue 
regarding the upcoming mayoral election, 
the newspaper notes that, “Clark said the 
mayor is wasting money on the municipal 
golf course....” 

I love the game of golf. As a young boy, I 
followed Jack Nicklaus and “Big 3 Golf” and 
putted a ball around the yard. I began play¬ 
ing on golf courses in the Springfield area 
upon becoming a teenager. 

Feeding Hills/Agawam Country Club 
was one of those courses. Buddy Czelus- 
niak, the course owner in the ’70s, and 
his son Jimmy were people I played many 
rounds of golf with “back in the day.” Cur¬ 
rently, I no longer play due to “doctor’s or¬ 
ders,” but still follow the game. The other 
night, I watched the movie, “The Greatest 
Game Ever Played” (about the 1913 U.S. 
Open playoff in Brookline — Francis Oui- 
met, Henry Vardon, Ted Ray), which I’ve 
seen many times. It still brings a tear to my 
eye quite often throughout its two-hour 
run time. 

Today, Agawam Municipal Golf Course 
struggles to cover its current operating ex¬ 


penses. Clubhouse facility improvements, 
paving, new golf carts and new mow¬ 
ing equipment have been paid for with 
$400,000 of general tax revenues in recent 
years. The mowing equipment purchase 
was proposed by the mayor and approved 
by all council members in June, except Mr. 
Rheault. As sad as it is for me to say, we 
must stop throwing good money after bad 
on our golf course. 

The availability of golf courses in the last 
couple of decades has increased, initially 
due to development and more recently due 
to private courses encouraging public ac¬ 
cess. Over the same time, the demand for 
playing times has declined due to societal 
changes. Agawam Municipal Golf Course 
should be put up for sale, whether to a pri¬ 
vate party who believes he can “make a go” 
of the course, or a developer who wants the 
property for use within reasonable zon¬ 
ing law. It’s wrong to throw away taxpayer 
money even if it’s on the game I love.

Wesley £ Bradford, 93 


Wesley Everett Bradford (May 19, 1922 - Aug. 27, 2015) 
left a legacy of kindness, generosity, and love. 

Born the eldest of nine children to Everett and Fan¬ 
nie (Hersey) Bradford in Waterford, Maine, Wesley was a 
responsible son and brother, helping often to care for his 
younger siblings, the family household chores 
and farm work. 

A World War 11 veteran, Wesley served in 
the 82nd airborne as a rifleman paratrooper 
behind enemy lines participating in the Euro¬ 
pean Theater, including the Battle of the Bulge. 

Wesley suffered three separate injuries earning 
three purple hearts. Also, he wore the Presiden¬ 
tial Unit Citation, Combat Infantrymans Badge, 

Order of Wilhelm, three Battle Stars on the ETO 
ribbon and the American Defense Ribbon. 

After his military service, while earning a bachelor’s 
degree in dairy husbandry at the University of Maine in 
Orono, he volunteered to flght fires on Cadillac Mountain 
(Mount Desert Island) in Maine during the great fires of au¬ 
tumn 1947. Wesley worked much of his life on farming and 
dairy employments in Maine, New Hampshire and Massa¬ 
chusetts, Anally retiring from H.P. Hood in Agawam. 

On June 18, 1955, Wesley married a beautiful and kind 
spirited wife, Ann Mary Hoffman of Narragansett, R.l. They 
raised four children, Peter, Ruth, Forrest, and Polly, and 
were foster parents to Charlie Martin of Goffstown, N.H. 
In later years, they sponsored several foreign exchange stu¬ 
dents, welcoming them into the family, who have remained 
in contact with them since: Meike Mentzel, Bogie Buyan- 
delger and Ed Aganda. 

He was active in various churches for decades, serving 
with the most sincere goodness of heart as a treasurer and 
deacon. Later in life, Wesley and his wife, Ann Mary, vol¬ 
unteered for numerous causes, advocating for the support 
of those suffering inequality and ostracized via misunder¬ 
standing in society, including NAMl for the mentally ill and 
PFLAG for LGBT parents and youth. Together, they were 
active members of their local community, serving posi¬ 
tions in the Historical Society, Garden Club and Friends of 
the Library. 

Wesley had many interests and was known for his zest 
and outlook of life. His memory was lucid and clear and 
remained so until the end. This was appreciated by fam¬ 
ily, who cherished the many early Maine family stories. He 
loved his flower and vegetable gardens and maintained a 
well-groomed yard that was admired by all who visited. 
In his younger years he was an avid bird watcher, hiked 
mountains, and loved walking in the woods and flelds in 
the neighborhoods where he lived. Through the years he 
loved dearly his different dogs, treating them (often daily) 
to long walks through public lawns, local woods and a 
nearby pond. The greatest gift that enshrined Wesley’s life 
was his ability to love. 

Wesley is survived by his daughter Ruth and husband 
Bill Haley of Hampden, son Forrest Bradford of Agawam, 
and daughter Polly Bradford of Port St Lucie, Fla.; and 
grandchildren Dana Ramponi, Christy Ramponi, Will Hal¬ 
ey and Dylan Haley. He is survived by his brothers, Lester 
Bradford and his wife Winnie of Mount Vernon, Wash., 
Philip Bradford and his wife Lee of Cheshire, Conn., and 
his sister Carolyn and husband Bob Williams of Topsham, 
Maine; his brother-in-law Gerald Fitzgerald of Rochester, 
N.H.; and sisters-in-law Betty Bradford of Westport, Maine, 
Lynette Bradford of Turner, Maine, and Dorothy Bradford 
of Havelock, N.C. He was pre-deceased by his wife Ann 
Mary (Hoffman) Bradford; his brothers, Albert Braford and 
first wife Alice, Elon Bradford, Robert Bradford and first 
wife Phyllis; and his sisters: Laurestine and husband War¬ 
ren Drury, and Helen Fitzgerald.

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Robin Fernandes, the director of the Early 
Childhood Center, who also works on the 
Agawam Family and Community Program. 

“The networking you’re doing is prob¬ 
ably some of the best networking I’ve seen, 
ever, in this town,” said Anthony Bonavita. 
“The impact you’re having on ... families 
that would never have been involved in the 
process if you hadn’t gone out there and 
found them.” 

Connery told the committee she has a 
database of more than 600 email address¬ 
es of parents in town. She’s built that list 
through hard work — such as running the 
home lending library, which delivers bags of 
books to children whose parents might not 
have the time to get to the town library. 

“I text these moms every two weeks, 
dropping off 5-8 books,” Connery said. “This 
has been huge in reaching hard-to-reach 
families. It’s a very non-threatening way to 
reach a family, with something free.” 

For families that are new to Agawam — 
or new to the United States, for that matter 

— it can make all the difference. 

“If their child’s not already in school, just 
getting information about what’s available 

— that’s a huge burden,” Connery said. 

It’s more than getting books into a 
child’s hand or letting a mother know about 
peer networking. By opening a line of com¬ 
munication between the schools and the

family, Connery can help identify children 
who would benefit from an early interven¬ 
tion program, and can help families make a 
seamless transition to kindergarten. 

Wendy Rua called the program “a model 
of how we can do better” in parent outreach 
at the town’s public schools. 

In addition to outreach, the Family and 
Community Program runs several events, 
activities and information sessions for 
young children and their parents, through¬ 
out the year, such as the annual “Keys to 
Kindergarten” talks, playgroups, “Learn, 
Play and Grow” STEM evening activities, 
parent cafes and “Mom to Mom,” just to 
name a few. 

Most of those events are open to resi¬ 
dents of any town, not just Agawam. Other 
towns have similar grant-funded programs; 
many have banded together to offer their 
services regionally. Southwick, for example, 
is served by a regional outreach program 
based in Ludlow. 

Grant funding for Agawam’s program — 
$37,500 per year — is actually “near the bot¬ 
tom” when compared to similar programs 
throughout the state, said Fernandes, and 
about half of what it once was. Towns with 
larger populations or poorer demographics 
get larger grants. 

Program directors keep in contact with 
each other and share successes. Connery

said she based the Agawam home library 
off a similar program in Westfield, and the 
popular “Memory Journal” events were in¬ 
spired by a similar activity in Holyoke.

dates back to preschool subsidies in the 
1990s, formerly focused more heavily on 
events, Fernandes said. About five years 
ago the terms of the grant changed. The 
main emphasis is now on reaching more 
families and referring them to other agen¬ 
cies — the School Department, early inter¬ 
vention programs, childcare centers, social 
services and more. 

“We consider ourselves a hub of infor¬ 
mation,” Fernandes said. 

Agawam is entering its second year of a 
three-year grant, Fernandes said.

work was done,” said Cohen. “There was 
some confusion when the lanes were first 
installed. That does happen while people 
get used to driving.” 

Accident statistics from 2014 have not 
been released by MassDOT. 

Cohen had asked state officials for a full 
reconstruction of the intersection, with 
“flyover” ramps connecting Route 57 to 
Route 5 and the bridge. 

“It would have eliminated the rotary all 
together and kept traffic flowing one way 
to these places,” said Cohen. “But Mass¬ 
DOT went with the lanes because it was 
less expensive.” 

He acknowledged that the rotary has 
always been a source of danger because 
of the density of the traffic and how close 
some of the inlets and outlets are. He still 
believes the flyover plan would have been 
safer, but is pleased two other dangerous 
intersections will be getting addressed in 
fiscal year 2017. 

The intersections with the second- and 
third-most accidents in 2013 were Feed¬ 
ing Hills Center, with 13 accidents, and the 
area around the Morgan-Sullivan Bridge, 
with 10. Both were in the top 5 accident lo¬ 
cations in the 1999-2002 study. 

The Feeding Hills crossroad is a relative¬ 
ly narrow intersection where Southwick 
Street, the main road west out of town, 
meets North Westfield and South Westfield 
streets (Route 187) and continues east as 


Springfield Street. The intersection would 
be less congested if the state had complet¬ 
ed the planned Route 57 highway to South¬ 
wick. The highway now ends at South West- 
field Street, with Route 57 following South 
Westfield and Southwick streets. 

The extra truck traffic has deteriorated 
the roads, and the lack of turn lanes to 
the west and east also make the intersec¬ 
tion dangerous and inefficient. Those de¬ 
ficiencies are expected to be corrected by 
a major roadwork project currently in the 
design phase, and expected to be funded by 
the state in fiscal 2017. 

The Morgan-Sullivan Bridge area, which 
encompasses Springfield Street from Wal¬ 
nut to Main and Suffield streets, along 
with the bridge to Memorial Avenue in 
West Springfield, was tied for the second- 
worst stretch of road in Agawam a dozen 
years ago, with an annual average of 29 
accidents. That stretch of road sees three 
state routes — 75, 147 and 159 — meet, 
with northbound traffic funneling into one 
bridge over the Westfield River. It is a heavi¬ 
ly traveled area during events at the nearby 
Eastern States Exposition grounds, includ¬ 
ing the Big E. 

The bridge due for a major reconstruc¬ 
tion in 2017, with work expected to address 
the traffic flow on neighboring streets, 
as well. The state-funded work was an¬ 
nounced last year. In previous years, town 
officials in West Springfield and Agawam

had been hopeful that the bridge could 
have been replaced using money from a 
proposed casino at the Eastern States Ex¬ 
position. West Springfield voters turned 
down that proposal. 

The current fourth and fifth most dan¬ 
gerous intersections in Agawam were not 
in the top 5 in 2002. The corners of Suff¬ 
ield and Silver streets, and South Westfield 


Street and Shoemaker Lane, saw seven ac¬ 
cidents each in 2013. There were six acci¬ 
dents on the South End Bridge, which was 
tied for No. 2 a dozen years ago, at 29 per 
year. 

With the addition of more traffic offi¬ 
cers, only one accident was documented 
near Six Flags. In 2002, the park entrance 
was the source of the fourth most acci-

Dementia, like cancer, is not just one 
disease. According to Bolduc, there are 
more than 90 different types of dementia 
— Alzheimer’s is the most well-known. 
Each one is different and ultimately affects 
the brain differently. 

“For example, 80 percent of people who 
struggle with Lewy body dementia have 
hallucinations and Parkinsonian features. 
Anti-psychotic medications have adverse 
effects for these people. With vascular 
dementia,people tend to be more likely to 
have episodes of physical aggressiveness,” 
said Bolduc. 

There are more than 40 million people 
living with dementia, but one in four are 
undiagnosed. Bolduc said that any visible 
signs of memory impairment often are 
missed by family members or strangers. 
Sometimes dementia can be misunder¬ 
stood as a psychotic illness. 

“That’s why 1 want to go out into the 
community where individuals and the 
community interact on a daily basis in¬ 
stead of trying to get people to come to 
our facility,” added Bolduc. “In a health¬ 
care facility like Heritage Hall North, 
we’re educated about dementia and have 
multiple resources. Outside, in the com¬ 
munity, 1 don’t believe there’s enough in¬ 
formation to help people who are strug¬ 
gling with dementia. The more people 
in the community have a clearer under¬ 
standing of what a person with dementia 
experiences, the better job healthcare fa¬ 
cilities can do to provide compassionate 
and effective care.” 

Combating the stigma 

With an aging population, more and 
more people will be affected by dementia, 
Bolduc said, which makes this initiative 
even more important as a way to help com¬ 
bat the stigma often attached to people 
living with dementia. She added that first 
responders often play a “critical” role. 

“Police officers, paramedics, and EMTs 
have a really difficult job when they need 
to simultaneously manage a critical situ¬ 
ation and the behavior of a person,” said 
Bolduc. “First responders may use medi¬ 
cation to treat someone with dementia 
because they think it’s the best way to deal 
with a physically aggressive person. But it 
may not be the right solution. It’s critical 
that first responders understand the dif¬ 
ferent symptoms of dementia.” 

So, in addition to public forums, Bolduc 
plans to meet with first responders who 
serve Agawam. “Those sessions will go be¬ 
yond the basic information provided to the

general public. It will be more advanced 
and more specific so they can better assist 
a person who has dementia,” she said. 

Helping spouses 

Presentations at the Agawam Senior 
Center will focus on helping caregivers 
understand how to best support someone 
who is struggling to manage their day-to- 
day life with dementia. 

“This presentation will be aimed at 
helping spouses by giving them some tools 
and information about living with a per¬ 
son who has dementia. It’s not easy, so 1 
want to help them to be better caregivers,” 
she said. 

Bolduc’s desire to help people began 
when she was a young girl visiting her 
mother, who worked in the long-term care 
unit at a nursing home. 

“1 felt connected to the geriatric popu¬ 
lation. My interests really sparked when 1 
was in high school. That’s when I felt the 
need to be an advocate for those who 
couldn’t express themselves,” she said. 

She didn’t understand dementia at that 
time, but Bolduc knew that they needed 
“extra attention and comfort.” In college, 
she was hired to open a dementia unit in 
Connecticut. 

“From that day, 1 knew that this was the 
population 1 wanted to work with during 
my career,” she said. 

Bolduc has been working directly with 
dementia patients at Heritage Hall North 
for just two years. While she’s gained much 
insight about what families go through 
and the stigma associated with the disease 
in this position, Bolduc has also dealt with 
on a personal level. Her great-grandmoth¬ 
er — and more recently her uncle — strug¬ 
gled with dementia. 

“Part of my reason for implementing a 
community outreach program is personal 
— and that helps to fuel my passion to be a 
strong advocate for people struggling with 
dementia.” 

Bolduc said she hopes her outreach ef¬ 
forts will provide more support and under¬ 
standing about dementia and their unique 
needs of those living with the disease. “My 
goal is to make Agawam dementia friendly 
by the end of 2016. Even small changes 
can create better quality of life for people 
struggling with the disease. When some¬ 
one is given the dementia diagnosis, all of 
us should strive to provide the best quality 
of life for that person.”

PALMER - The Chicopee Tigers com¬ 
pleted their inaugural season in the West¬ 
ern Mass Wood Bat League by winning the 
title over the defending champion Spring- 
field Senators, 10-3. 

After having won out in the regular sea¬ 
son through 20 games, beating Springfield 
three times, the Tigers allowed just one run 
in their first three playoff games, sweep¬ 
ing past the Western Mass Blizzard in the 
semifinals and then beating Springfield in 
game one. Their hopes of going pole to pole 
without a loss came to an end in game two, 
when the Senators beat them at McKenzie 
Field, but the Tigers were determined to 
finish what they started and did so in com¬ 
manding fashion with a 10-3 win at St. Joe’s 
Field. 

Pitching has been their hallmark all sea¬ 
son with Andre Conde and Steve Lagasse 
and it was Conde who would be called upon 
to close it out. But the game did not start 
well for the Tigers. The Senators got three 
hits from their first four hitters, including 
a long double to score two runs. They had a 
2-0 with one out and a man at second. That 
would be their high point. Conde got out of 
the inning with no more damage. 

When the first two Chicopee batters 
grounded out, one could not help but won¬ 
der whether Chicopee had used up all of 
its good fortune.

Boozang grounded out, but then Adam Ze- 
bian was hit by a pitch to extend the inning.

Boozang then came in to run for Sigda who 
was at second. He got to run some more 
when Brad Brothers belted a ball to left 
center for a triple to tie the game.

Conde had an easy 1-2-3 inning in the 
second.

The Tigers left two on in the fourth after 
getting a pair of walks. They scored one in 
the fifth as Rist singled in Paul Winiarski, 
but they left the bases loaded. They added 
two more in the sixth with Zebian walking 
and scoring on a wild pitch and Winiarski 
singling in Brothers for the final run. They 
left two on in the sixth and then two more 
in the seventh, as Benton doubled and Boo¬ 
zang walked. 

Sigda and Winiarski were the only ones 
with two hits of which the Tigers totaled 
ten. But they did what they needed to do 
and won the title in their first year of the 
league 

The Tigers came to the Wood Bat league 
after eight in the Full Count League. They 


won the title their first six years there. In 
2013, they lost in the semifinals and then a 
year ago, in the finals. 

“We decided as a team to make the 
move,” said coach Couture. “Before we did 
anything, we had a team meeting and made 
up our minds that if we were going to move, 
it would be the whole team. The guys were 
all in and no we are champions. That we did 
it together after so many years as a team is 
all the more gratifying.”

In the early 1960s, the 
decision was made to move from Feed¬ 
ing Hills Center to a larger location on 
Mill Street. The new A-framed church 
was completed in 1965 and the church 
began worshipping there in March 
1966. The original Feeding Hills Center 
church building still stands and is now 
the Calvary Assembly of God, a primar¬ 
ily Korean congregation.
